He had lo him all the lift to­ 
ward greatness of the visionary, with 
nut any of the visionary's fanaticism 
or egotism, without any of the vision 
ary s narrow Jealousy of the practi­ 
cal man and Inability to strive In prac 
ileal fashion for the realization of an 
Ideal 
He had the practical 
m a n s 
hard common sense and willingness 
to adapt m eans to ends. hut th ere was 
In him none of that morbid growth of 
mind and soul which blinds so many 
practical men to the higher things of 
life No more practical man ever lived i 
than this homely backwoods idealist, j 
but he hsd nothing In common with 
those practical men whose conacten 
cee are warped until they fail to dla 
linguist! between good and avil, fail 
to understand that strength, ability, 
shrewdness, w hether In th** world of 
business or of politics, only serve to 
make their possessor a more noxious 
a more evil m em ber of the community, 
lf they are not guided and controlled 
by a tine and high moral sense
